HOME OFFICE. COMMITTEE'S 
SUGGESTION.’ 


_. SEVEN YEARS FOR 
. BLACKMAILER. 


Among the suggestions contain- 
ed in the report of, the Home 
Office Departmental Committee on 
the supervision of charities is 
that the minimum age for street 
collectors should be raised to 18. 

The Committee do not, recom- 
mend the institution of any’ unt- 
versal systom of the supervision 
over the collecting of charities, 
but recommend that the Charity 
Commissioners. should inquiro. into |: 
cases that they think are not pro- 
perly administered. They also re- 
commend the institution of a sys- 
tem of licensing for door-to-door 
collections and collections in 
places of entertainment and pub- 
lic-houses. ; , ‘ 

An interesting comment is made 
by the Committee on the subject 
of pntrons. Our notice, ‘they 
state, has heen called to the care- 
lessneas with which people hold- 
ing prominent positions allow their 
names to, be associated awith un- 
substantial charities. It, cannot 
be doubted that ‘this practice. is 
exceedingly migchievaus,. and» we 
urge that such people should make 
the most careful inquiries before 
they allow their names to be used 
as those of patrons or members 
of any charitable organisation, 

With regard to charity ballots 
the Committee say the most ob- 
jectionable feature is that ,even 
when they are well’ conducted a 
very large proportion of the ‘pro- 
ceeds finds its, way into-the hands 
of professional promoters. 

They do not recommend that 
any control should be instituted 
over ballots organised on behalf 
of charities as such, but in com- 
mon with any other method of 
raising money for. charitable pur- 
poses they would fall within the 
scheme outlined for providing for 
the representation of a charity to 
the Charity Commissioners. —

A now Great Seal—the expres- 
sion of the King’s pleasure in its 
most solemn’ form—{s being made. 

The first known Great Seal waa 
a small pleco of lead attached by 
silk thread to a Charter of Edward 
the Confessor, Gredn wax was aub- 
stituted for metal by the time of 
the Conquest... The Seal itself is 
not a algnet but consists of two 
silvor plates, in one of which is cut 
the impression of the front of the 
device and in the other that for tha 
back. ¢ The obverse shows, from 
time immemorial, the Sovereign en-' 
throned and surrounded by figures 
symbolical of the virtues, Tho 
‘reversc—until the present reign— 
represented the sovereign on horse- 
back. ‘King George created a pre- 
cedent by figuring on tho-coun- 
ter seal as an admiral standing on 
the deck of a battleship. , 


Sealer And Chaff-Wax, 


When a Seal is required for affix- 
ing as expressive of the Sovereign's 
npproval to some important Act of 
State or appointment a large chunk 
of wax is softencd in hot water, 
then cooled in cold, after which it 
is placed. between the two » plates 
and pressed. 

The process is performed by by 
two officers—the Sealer and the 
Chaif-wax.

DISEASE 'RAVAGES IN 
RUSSIA. | 


The fourth Sovict Medical Con- 
gress just concluded:at Moscow has 
fevealed the térrible conditions 
under which the medical profession 
is working in the Sovict Republic 


and shows that the consequences of]: 


this state of affairs are far-reach- 
ing in connexion. with the health 
of the people. 


‘In addition to being under-paid 
(the average earnings of a Sovict 
medical officer were officially re- 
turned as 92 roubles a month, or 
about 46, a week) members of’ the 
medical profession are living, ne- 
cording to the Pravda, in an atmos- 
phero“of distrust and suspicion. 
They ‘are subject to ruthless official 
persecution and sre frequently us- 
saulted by officials and patients or 
their relatives.

Ricksha Lamps, 


A local motorist has asked us 
to draw attention to the danger 
which oxista on the Peak as a re- 
sult of unlighted rickshas using 
the motor road. Our informant 
montioned that ‘on soveral occak- 
ions recently he has passed these 


‘yohiclos late at night, and in one 


instance, narrowly escaped a 
collision in tho’ vicinity of the 
garages on tho main metor road 
just above Barker Road, On that 
occasion the night was foggy, and 
it was by tho merest charico that 
the car did not crash into. two un- 
jighted rickshas which were 
travelling in an easterly direction. 
We gladly giva publicity to the 
complaint, because the matter is 
& most urgent one, At the place 
whore the two rickshas mentionod 
abovo woro met, a motor driver 
would have a good oxcuso if a 
collision did occur, becaugo such 
evohicles' aro ‘seldom mot with so 
for down the, road, it being cus- 
tomary to use Barker: Road. 
whon truvolling by ricksha to- 
wards the Magazino Gap locality. 
The ricksha passongers run the 
groatest risk of injury, and wa 
adviso all such passengers’ to in- 
nist that ‘the coolies light the 
lamps. No doubt tho Police will 
take tho necessary action. 


Lorry Speed. 


An ‘interesting docision has 
been reached at Home, and will 
probably result in the passing of 
a bill which will remove the pro- 


‘gont speed restrictions. One o: 


the most important clauses in the 
proposed bill ia that whoreas light 
cars will be ollowed to travel at 
any speed, providing no danger is 
caused to tho public, all heavy 
vehiclog such, as motor, vohiclos, 
will be required not to oxcecd a 
apeed of 15 miles per hour, In 
giving the reason for this restric- 
tion, it is pointed out that most of 
the damago to road sutfaces is 
caused by hoavy vehicles traval- 
ling too quickly. This is quite a 
gound reason, and such a regula- 
tion might woll be imposed in 
Hongkong. Wo boliove that there 
ig a limit set for hoavy vehicles, 
and that such limit is painted’ on 
tho vehicle, but it is a froquent 
occurrence to meet lorrias spoed- 
ing at from 20 .to 25 milos per 
hour. An instanco of this hap- 
poned quite recently whon’ ao 
heavy lorry, equipped with solid 
tyros, actually passed a.touring 
car on the motor road down tho 
Pouk, ‘At the ‘time, the owner of 
the passenger car noticed that his 
speedometer rogistored 20 miles. 
Aotion should be takén against 
drivors, who offend in this respect.

day are being concentrated on the 
problem of fuel and its possibili- 
ties. A large part of the auto- 
motive research laboratory is 
givon ovor to the chomist, who Is 
trying by test tube and retort ‘to 
discover what happens in the en- 
gine when a fuol explodes. 

There ie the mysterious fuel 
knock, for instance. What it is 
noone knows., No one knows 
even how it happens, But it's 
there, Chomists aro’tryiug to 
reproduce it in the laboratory un- 
der conditions by which they will 
be able to learn all about it.. 

Thoy have dovised a chemical 

that will in a way oliminate the 
knock, But how remains a. my- 
stery, , 
Thoy’re trying to produce the 
action of. this chemical with ‘or- 
dinary fuol, under conditions that 
enable them to see the action, to 
moasure the gases going in and 
coming out, and to record tom- 
peraturos, pressures and other 
factors of importance. 

This search for a moro efficient 
fuol is being-made not only in the 
chomical laboratory, butin a shop 
whero special ‘engines, ranging 
from‘one to six and eight cylin- 
ders,.are boing run day and night 
for tho testing of some peculiar 
idea or hunch of an dngincer, 


Engine May be Redesigned. 


In connextion with this fuel ro- 
search, the rosearch . enginoors 
are trying to find ways of im- 
proving dosign of the. engine to 
increase its officiency. 

At one research Ieboratory a 
spdéciaol two-cylindor engine is bo- 
ing run with tubes roaching from 
tho combustion chambers to burat- 
tes whero the oxhaust gases can 
be moasured. Thaides is to dis- 
covor the typo or grado of mix- 
ture that goos into oach oylindor. 

This engine ot the 6ame time 
permits the onginoor to discover 
a way of redosigning ‘the intake 
manifold so that equal mixtures 
of. gas and air may bo dolivored 
in equal proportions to all cylin- 
dors. This isono of tho biggost 
probloms of the engineor today, 
for it is well known that prosont 
design pormits one or two cyliu- 
dors to got. more gas than is

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needed, whilo the others may got 
loss, producing considorable waste 
and inefficiency. : 
Another ono-cylinder engine is 
designed so that gasca may, be 
caught at the flash point, or just 
before the combustion, to study 
what happens io the mixture as 
enters the cylinder. | 
Still another cne-cylinder en- 
gino is arranged so that compres- 


this is a valve and double cup ap- | 
paratus by which a standard.fuel 
of which all characteristics ore 
known and also an untested fuel 
are permitted to enter the ongine. 
By valving first ono gas and thon 
the other into the cylindor, the 
engineor sooks to detormine the 
pent characteristics of the test 
uel, 


Better Efficiency Is Needed. 


Ono onginoer is devoting his 
efforts entirely to redosigning the 
cylinder head so os to raiso com- 
pression and power of tho éngine, 
without affecting the officioncy 
of the fuel in: combustion. 

| Another is trying’ to improve 
tho carburotor, the seat of num- 
orous familiar troubles. 

Still others seak better methods 
of regulating the mixture of air 
and gas which is fed to the oylin- 
dors, Efficiency and ‘economy 
both would bo sorved thoroby. 

Thoso aro only a fow-of the 
objectives at which tho engineors 
constantly aro driving. Tho auto 
owner of today. thinks he has o 
splendid picce of mochanism— 
arid ho has—but the ‘onginoering 
exports 800 many, many, potential 
fiplds of improvement.

At present theso vehicles aro 
supposed to conform to,a limit of 
12 milos an hour. Apart from tho 
question of public safoty, it is ro- 
cognised that the most serious 
road damage is’ done by heavy

Firo-engines are relatively 
machines for the speeds at which 
they must bo driven and man- 
oouvred about towns, and in face 
of ‘the fact that most of tho 
chassis in use have rear-whool 
brakes only. Therefore, apart 
from the nocessity. to provide 
ampler wheel-locks, in an age of 
smoother road-surfaces, increased 
accolorating powers, and denser 
traffic, there is need to transmit 
braking effort through all four 
wheels. ;

dant, who was ywccompanied by 
the first, demanded $96. When 
this was refused, the man erent- 
ed a disturbance and another who 
came to investigate the trouble 
was struck twice by one of the 
defendants. Ae 
Mr. Lindsell remarked. that it 
was incredible that. the men 
should go toa club and in the 
presence of other members threa- 
ten a man and demand money 
from him, Asked for further de- 
tails, witness said he lost $96 at 
mahjong when playing some time 
agg with ‘the man who was struck 
in the club.
